I. Island of (Itiand Cay^ian. 

In the Auk for October, LSSl>, on pn^es 407-o01, Mr. Clnirles P>. Cory 
has published Descri[)tions of thirteen new species of birds from the 
island of Grand Cayman, West Indies,” and on pages 501, 502, list 
of the birds collected in the island of Grand Cayman, West Indies, by 
W. B. Richardson, during the summer of ISSO.” The last*meiitioned 
list enumerates forty species as having been found on the island. 

The island of Grand Cayman is in the Caribbean Sea, south of Cuba, 
from the nearest point of which it is distant about 175 miles; it is 
northwest from Jamaica, which is nearly 200 miles distant. It lies just 
below the parallel of 20^ north latitude, and just west of the eightieth 
parallel of west longitude. I have no information as to its geological 
formation or general character, but it is evident from the varied bird 
fauna that it is wooded. 

May 15, 10, and 17, 1887, Charles II. Townsend made a small 
collection of birds on Grand Cayman, embracing thirteen of the species 
obtained by ]\Ir. Richardson, and, though no others were obtained, the 
excellent specimens secured prove two species or subspecies to be new, 
and not, as had been supposed, identical with forms already known to 
science. 

1. Mimus orpheus (Lixx.).

Sp. oiiar.— Similar to D. rujiverlex Ridgw., from Cozumel, but crown 
much paler (orange instead of rufous), and rufous-chestnut streaks of 
breast, etc., much narrower. 

Ifabitat. — Island of Grand Cayman, Caribbean Sea. 

Adult male (type, No. 111171, Grand Ca^nnan, May 17, 1887 ; Charles 
II. Townsend) : Crown and occiput salfron-orange, passing into salfron- 
yellow on forcdiead ; hind-neck, back, scapulars, lesser wing-coverts, 
rmnj), and upper tail-coverts plain yellowish olive-green; wings dusky, 
the ex])osed portion of middle and greater coverts chiefly light gamboge 
yellow, and remiges distinctly edged with olive-yellow, their edging 
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purer yeDow ami broader on tertials; outer webs of (ail-feathers dusky; 
inner webs (except of middle ])air) ])riinrosc-yellow, tipjied oblicpiely 
with dusky, Sides ofliead and entire lower parts rich {)ur(‘, j^ambo^e- 
yeliow, the breast and sides streaked with rufous-chestnut; bill, black- 
ish ; legs and feet dark brown. Length (skin) 1.90, wing U..")!), tail 
2.io, exposed culmen .40, tarsus .75. 

Adult female (^o, 111175, same locality, etc.) : Abov(u>live-green, the 
hind-neck and scapulars tinged with grayish, and top ofliead nioi*e tinged 
with yellowish, especially anteriorly; sides of head and under parts 
plain gamboge-yellow (much lighter and duller than iinnale), tinged 
with olive laterally; Avings and tail much as in male, but ground-color 
rather paler and lighter edgings, etc., less distinct Length (skin) 4.30, 
wing 2.35, tail 2, exposed cnlinen .40. tarsus .80. 

Three other adult males do not differ essentially from the type, but 
two adult females dilfer decidedly in coloration from those described 
above, although all were taken the same day. They have the yellow of 
the lower parts interrupted from the lower breast to the under tail- 
coverts, the intervening space being pale dull yellowish bnffy ; there is 
a distinct narrow streaking of rufous in one specimen ami a trace of 
these streaks in the other; the olive of the upper parts is interrupted 
by patches of dull gray on the hind-neck, scapulars, etc. 

The three males measure as follows : Wing 2.30-2.50, tail 2.05-2.10, 
exposed culmen .12-.45, tarsus .75-.80; the coiTesi>ondiiig measurements 
of the two females being 2.35, 2, .42-.45, .80. 

A young bird (sex not determined), taken the same day as the other 
specimens, resembles m the coloration of the upper parts the two 
females last described, except that the forehead is dull olive-grayish 
instead of bright yellowish olive-green, and the hind-neck is more ex- 
tensively grayish. The lower parts, however, are conspicuously dif- 
ferent in color, being dull butfy whitish (nearly pure white on lower 
throat and chest), passing into light j^ellowish olive on sides and Hanks 
and pale primrose-yellow on under tail-coverts ; sides ofliead and neck 
dull light brownish gray. Wing 2.30, tail 2, exposed culmen .44, tar- 
sus .77. 

From 1), petechia (jundlachi of Cuba and the Bahamas, the 

adult male of the present bird differs conspicuously in the purer yellow 
of the under jiarts, which in X>. gundlachi are of a very intense color, 
approaching orange-yellow; the upper parts are of a clearer olive-green, 
with the whole crown and forehead abruptly and markedly dilfereiit in 
color, instead of being similar to the baede, with or without touches or 
tinge of orange-rufous.

SuESP. Char. — Similar to C,]}asHerum hahamensis (]\Iayn.), but larger 
and with basal half (or more) of bill distinctly orange or yellowish. 
Habitat, — Island of Grand Caymaiij Caribbean Sea. 

Adult male (type, Xo. 111217, Grand Cayman, Marcli IG, 1887^ Charles 
11. Townsend): Forehead and sides of head pale delicate creamy vina- 
ceous, the feathers of chin and throat vinaceous- white with deeper vina* 
ceons margins; crown, occiput, and hind-neck delicate pale French-gra}' 
or pearl-gray, the feathers witli darker gra^" margins; back, scapulars, 
rump, and upper tail-coverts uniform light drab-gray; wing-coverts 
light drab-gray and light vinaceous, the latter prevailing on middle 
coverts, which arc spotted with gloss^^ violet-black or daik steel-blue; 
tertials ])alc drab-gray marked with a few small spots and oblique bai\s 
of glossy violet-black, the hinder scai)ulars also with a few small spots of 
the same; alula, primary -coverts, and outer webs of remiges blackish, 
the secondaries indistinctly edged with pale drab-gra^^ and (he prima- 
ries narrowly edged with rusty. Fore-neck and chest pale vinaceous, 
each feather wilh a central spot of dusky; breast, belly, sides, and 
flaidcs plaiii i)ale vinaceous; under taiI-(;oveids dull white with central 
portion (mostly concealed) drab-grayish ; under wing-coverts, axillars, 
and imi(‘r w(‘bs of remiges (except at ends) iinirorni ciniiamon-rufous. 
Bill dull orange (brigliborange in lite f) with terminal third black; feet 
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yellowisli. Leii^tli (skin) (>.20, win^; :>.35, tail 2.50, ciilmoii .35, tarsus 
.GO, middle toe .55. 

Adult female (Xo. 111218, same locality, etc.) : Similar to male in pat- 
teru of coloration, but the delicate viuaceous ofliead, neck, under parts, 
etc., replaced by pale drab, the cliiu and upper throat plain white, occi* 
put and hiiid-iieck deep drab-gray, like back (but feathers margined 
with darker), and spots ou wing-coverts and tertials more purplish. 
Length (skin) G., wing 3.25, tail 2.50, culmeu, 38, tarsus. 57, 

The three adult males and two adult females from Grand Cayman 
differ constantly from a very large series from various islands in the 
Laliama group, in the color of tlie bill, as pointed out above. The dif- 
ference in dimensions is also nearly constant, the average ditlereuce 
being very decided.

II. Swan Island Caribbean Sea. 

Tiiis island lies about 200 miles to the southwest of Grand Cayman, 
in the direction of the Honduras coast. I possess no data as to its for- 
mation or general character, further than that it is partially wooded 
and contains deposits of guano. The fact that it i)ossesscs so few pe- 
culiar local forms of laud birds would indicate a recent origin. The fol- 
lowing species, said to embrace all that were noticed on the island, were 
obtained by Mr. Townsend :

These I am unable, after the most careful comparison, to distinguish 
from Cuban specimens. There is a curious variation in tlie color of 
the bill, which in some is deep black, while in others it is deep orange 
or orange-red, the upper mandible tiuged with brownish dusky. The 
extremes are found in two males. 

2. Galeoscoptes carolinensis (Linn).

Thirteen SFCciinens, February 2 to 18. These 1 am iiuable to distin- 
guish satisfactorily froni Graml Oayniau examples, of which, however, I 
have only four for comparison, ami these rather poor skins. ^Ir. Towii- 
seiuks series shows that, in the Swan Islaiul bird at least, there is no 
constant sexual ditterenec in plumage, some of the brightest colored 
specimens being females, while three of the dullest colored specimens, 
with hind portion and sides of neck dull ash-gray, throat ])artly v hitish, 
etc., are males. A youijg bird in first plumage is very different from the 
adults, and may be described as follows: 

Nestling 2 yhimafje (No, 111258, Swan Island, February 3, 1887 j Charles 
11. Townsend): Above plain light grayish brown, somewhat darker on 
back ; middle and greater wing coverts edged with lighter brownish and 
indistinctly tip|)cd with dull-light buffy ; remiges and rectrices dusky, 
edged with light olive, their edgings on tertials broader and' paler ; 
lower parts entirely dull whitish, faintly tinged with yellow posteriorly, 
strongly tinged with grayish brown on sides of breast.

Adult male (type, ISTo. 111270, Swan Island, Caribbean Sea, April 14, 
1887, Charles II. Townsend): Pileum uniform sooty, with a very faint 

olivaceous cast; hind-neck, back, scapulars, and upper tail-coverts 
plain grayish olive, the rumj), sides of head and neck, and sides of breast 
similar but paler; v/ings and tail dusky ; middle and greater wing-cov- 
erts tipped with light olive-grayish, forming two distinct bands, that on 
greater coverts broader and i)aler; tertials distinctly edged with dull 
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whitish. Chin, throat, and upper cliest wliite, faintly tinged witli yel- 
lowish, the feathers grayish basally- lower chest and median liiieof 
breast pale grayish, the color becoming very much deeper on sides of 
breast j sides and Hanks pale grayish olive, fading gradually into very 
pale sulphur-yellow or yellowish white on belly and under tail-coverts, 
the longer feathers of the latter with most of the concealed portion 
grayish. Upper mandible black, lower light yellowish, becoming dusky 
brownish at extreme tipj legs and feet black. Length (skin) 5.00; wing 
3.35, tail 2.05, exposed culmen .52, bill from nostril .40, width of upj)cr 
mandible at frontal apices .32. tarsus .52. 

Another adnlt male (Xo.l 11271, same locality and collector, iMarch 
20, 1887) is exactly similar in coloration, its measurements being as 
follows, in the order given above: 5.85, 3.35, 2.70, .52, .40, .30, .52. 

I am very loath to describe another new form of this extremely dilli- 
cult genus, but I see no alteniative, the bird being clearly separable 
from 0. Virens, its nearest ally.

Habitat. — Swan Island, Caribbean Sea. 

Adult (type, ^7o. 111281, Swan Island, Caribbean Sea, jMarch G, 1887; 
Charles II. Townsend) : Pileum dark greenisli bronze, the longerfeathers 
of crest brighter bronzy green ; sides of head and whole neck, except 
median line in front, plain dark purplish cliestuut, the neck strongly 
tinged with lilac-grayish or purplish glaucous ; a line of deep buff along 
upper edge of malar region ; median line of chin and throat buff, that 
of lower throat indistinctly spotted with dusky, and median line of fore- 
neck with much buff beneatii the surface, but this mostly concealed. 
Lanceolate plumes of black and scapulars rich greenish bronze, strongly 
tinged, in certain lights, with glaucous-gra}', their shafts pale ash-gray; 
wing-coverts bright metallic bronze-green, narrowly but distinctly mar- 
gined with dull ochraceous-buff or clay-color (lighter buff on greater 
coverts), the lesser coverts less sharply margined with dull rusty ; remi- 
ges plain slate-color, tinged with glaucous, the primaries very faintly 
and the secondaries distinctly glossed with bottle-green ; primary-coverts 
Proc. K M. 87 37 
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similar to secondaries. Tail glaucouS'Slate, very brightly glossed with 
rich bronze-green. Under parts plain dull bister-brown, the feathers 
more grayish beneath the surface, becoming whitish basally. Bill deep 
black, with light-colored streak on gonys ; legs (dried skin) light yel- 
lowish brown. Length (skin) about j wing 7.20, tail 2.90, culmen 
2.10, tarsus 1.90, middle toe 1.75. 

Another specimen (Xo. 111280, S , same locality, etc., March 20), is 
essentially similar, but shows tracesof immaturity in white tips to alula, 
primary-coverts, and rcmiges, and greater extent of light color on under 
mandible, wliich occniues nearly the lower half. The median line of the 
fore-neck is continuously pale buff, marked eonsjucuously with two longi- 
tudinal series of blackish brown stripes, broken into a confused spot- 
ting anteriorly. The dorsal and scapular plumes are nearly destitute of 
the strong glaucous cast of the typo specimen, appearing a nearly ijure 
greenish bronze. Length (skin) about 15, wing 7.10, tail 2.C0, culmen 
2.38, tarsus-2,05, middle toe 1.82.

The two siiecimens obtained by Mr. Townsend on Ituatan differ some- 
what from two Belize examples (one of them the type of the species), 
but perhaps not sufficiently to characterize them as subspeeihcally dis- 
tinct. At any rate it would rc(iuire a large series from both localities to 
show whether the differences indicated are constant or not. The difference 
consists chielly in a more decided olive or olive-greenish cast to the plu- 
mage, but the two Ivuatau specimens differ quite appreciably from one 
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another in this respect, one of them having the upper surface nearly uni- 
fomi (lull olive greenish, instead of having only the rump, upper tail- 
coverts, and edges of wing- feathers distinetly of this color. Tliis speci- 
men is also much more strongly tinged with yellowish on the under parts, 
the nnder-tail and wing-coverts and the axillars being a pale cream-yel- 
low, the whole abdomen a paler tint of the same. The measurements 
of the four specimens are as follows :

Ibll black, 
becoming dusky livid grayish on basal two-thirds of lower mandible; 
legs and feet blackish (plumbeous in life ?). Length (skin) (J.20, wing 
2.90, tail 2.G0, exposed culmen .80, bill from nostril. 50, depth in middle 
.28, tarsus 1.05. 

Adult female (No. 112556, same locality and collector, October 1, 1887): 
Pileum uniform deep chestnut, paleranteriorly, the forehead dull ochra- 
ceous; back, scapulars, wings, and tail rUvSty chestnut, the rumpduller 
and paler, or inclining to dull ochraccous ; sides of head and iK'ck butf, 
broadly streaked with black, the streaks broadest on ])ostocidar region 
and sides of neck; chin and throat light butty, the lat ter narrowly stri^aked 
with black ; rest of lower parts light ochraceous, dee])er laterally; bill 
and feet as in male. Length (skin) G.70, wing 2.90, tail 2.65, exposed 
culmen .72, bill from nostril .48, depth in middle .27, tarsus 1.05. 

A series of twenty* two males and twelve females from southern 
Mexico (including Yucatan), Guatemala, Nicaragua, and Costa Pica, 
affords no specimens from which the two described above may not be 
readily distinguished.

The nmiale I 
am unable to distinguish from females referred to T. radlaius from V(‘ragua, P;mama, 
and Cartagena, which, however, may in reality belong to T, lugricrhiatm \ thongli it 
should bo remarked that the National Mnseniii collection contains adult males of wliat 
is apparently T. radiatns^Tom the first and last of the above-mentioned lo(;alities. A 
female of T. radiatns from Ccarfi, Brazil, is certainly very different, having tin*- wing 
and tail much longer, the bill decidedly shorter tliough doci>3r, the under iiartsmuch 
paler, and the ground-color of tho sides of head and neck nearly white.

No. 112578, Truxillo, Honduras, September 30, 1887 ; 
Charles H. Townsend): Anterior half of forehead (‘MVontlet^') li^ht 
ochre-yellow, posterior half dull whitish ; crown and occiput dull car- 
mine-red, hind-neck dull scarlet-vermilion, tinged laterally and poste- 
riorly with saffron-orange. Back and scapulars black, narrowly barred 
with white, the bars of the latter color about .03 wide ; wings black, the 
coverts and secondaries narrowly and rather sparsely barred with white, 
these markings on secondaries (except tertials) partaking of the charac- 
ter of spots along the edge of the outer web 3 shorter primaries with a. 
narrow terminal margin of white; rump and upper tail-coverts white, 
faintly tinged with yellowish, the lateral feathers of rump and longer 
upper tail-coverts irregularly varied with black markings; tail black, 
the inner w^ebs of middle feathers barred with white, and lateral feathers 
marked along terminal half of outer web with small white spots, the tip 
also narrowly wdiite. Sides of head (including sides of crown and oc- 
ciput), sides of neck and under parts back to belly and flanks plain 
olive-drab, deepest on breast and sides of head, palest 011 lores, chin, 
and throat; belly bright salfrou-orange; flanks and under tail-coverts 
dull whitish, tinged with orange, and distinctly barred with black, the 
black bars rather exceeding the lighter ones in width; under wing- 
coverts similarly barred, but interspaces purer white. Bill deep black ; 
feet dusky. Length (skin) 7.91), wing 4.70, tail 2.85, exposed culmen 
1.07, tarsus .80. 
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Adult female: Similar to inalCj but crown ami oeci|)ut dull sniolcy 
grayisli, lighter anteriorly^ darker posteriorly. 

Another adult male (Xo. 112579, same locality, etc., September 20), is 
essentially like the type, but differs in the following particulars: The 
forehead is rather more extensively whitivSh, the color clearer, and 
the sides of the head are paler; the breast is ininntely but very sparsely 
speckled or llecked with dusky ; the belly is much less orange; tln^ 
rump and upper tail-coverts are nearly immaculate, and the white bars 
across inner webs of middle tail-.featliers are broader, more regular, and 
more numerous (seven instead of five). Length (skin) 8.50, wing 4.85, 
tail 3, exposed culmen .08, tarsus .85. 

Three adult females are essentially alike, but differ considerably in 
coloration of inner webs of middle tail-feathers. In Xo. 11258L there is 
merely a little white running longitudinally, irregularly and interrupt- 
edly, near the edge on the basal third, concealed by the upper coverts. 
In Xo. 112590 there is more of this white, which extends to within 1.3') of 
the tip. In Xo. 112580 the white is in the form of transverse bars, much 
as in the adult male described as the type. 

An adult male, labelled ‘‘401G5, San Salvador, 0. A., IMr. Ilardiman,^^ 
is intermediate between this form and true G. santacrn.zi, though nearer 
the former. The inner webs of middle tail-feathers have seven distinct, 
regular, white bars, and the under parts have the deep olivaceous colora- 
tion of the rionduras race; but the frontlet is deep orange, and the 
dimensions are more those of true G, sanfacruzi, being as follows:

about .40 wide on outer feathers, decreasing rapidly in width on the 
next two, the third having only a very narrow terminal margin of white. 
Middle portion of body beneath delicate light buff-pink or light creamy 
vinaceons, this changing to creamy white on lower belly and anal region 
and to pure white on lower tail-coverts ; flanks light brownish drab; 
under wing-coverts plain deep vinaceons cinnamon; axillars the same, 
somewhat clouded medially or centrally with dusky grayish ; inner webs 
of remiges vinaceous-cinnamon, passing into glaucous-slate terminally. 
Bill deep black ; naked skin of lores and orbits red ; legs and feet deep 
red.

It is not unlikely that this bird will prove to be sim])ly a northern 
form of E. rvfinuclia^ since a Costa Eican example of the latter (No. 
950G0, 9 ad., Pirris, October, 1883, J. C. Zeledon) is in some respects 
nearl}’ intermediate, the occiput and nape being decidedly less lurid 
than in a Veragua example (No. G214G, Chiriqui; E. Arcc).

The series examined of this new form embraces, besides the two de- 
scribed above, three from the Segovia Eiver, Honduras, collected by Mr.

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l)ortion of jsides of neck ; sides of breost broadly streaked or longitudin- 
ally spotted with black in the yellow; sides, Hanks, and nndci tail-coverts 
pale brownish butl'y, broadly streaked with black. Upper inaudible 
brownish black, edged with light bluish gray; lower mandible light 
bluish gray; legs and feet brown. Length (skin) G.80, wing tail 
2.40, cnlmen l.lo, gonys .G5, depth of bill at base .50, tarsus 1.G5, mid- 
dle toe 1.10.* 

Adult female (No. 112128, same locality, etc.) : Smaller and much 
browner than the male; pilenm distinctly streaked with light mummy- 
brown and black, the two colors in nearly equal amount; median crown- 
stripe and superciliary stripe light brownish buffy instead of dull white, 
the latter yellow anteriorly only next to lores and upper eyelid; light 
margins to feathers of back, etc., much more distinct and regular, and 
general aspect of upper surface much browner; yellow of lower parts 
duller, with black pectoral shield smaller and less regular ; sides, Hanks, 
and under tail-coverts deep dull brownish buff, more narrowly streaked 
with blackish; upper mandible deep horn-brown instead of black. 
Length (skin) G.50, wing 3.55, culruen 1,05, tarsus 1.40, middle toe 1.10. 

Another adult male (No. 11212G, same locality, etc., July 17) docs not 
differ essentially in coloration from that described above. Length 
(skin) about G.90, wing 3,90, tail 2.G0, culmeu 1.10, gonys .57, depth 
of bill at base .48, tarsus 1.42, middle toe 1.10. 

In coloration this unexpectedly new form scarcely differs from true N. 
mcujnn in corresponding plumage, t being altogether nearer to this than 
to S. magna vie.rieana (SCL.),from Mexico, Guatemala, and Costa Eica.

The size is 
also less. Whether this specimen is really the young of A, auripalliata 
or of some undescribed species can be determined only by examination 
of additional material.

— Similar to (\ ni'jror/nlaris ((iOULD), but decidedly 
smaller and mucli darker colored. 

Habitat. — Honduras (Segovia River). 

Adult male{iy\^^, Xo. 112219, Segovia River, Iloiiduras, July 22, 1SS7; 
Charles II. Townsend) : Pileum brownish black, j)assing into rusty ex- 
teriorly, and bordered anteriorly and laterally by a broad fj>shaped 
stripe of brownish Avhite; foreliead, lores, and broad stripe ])assing 
thence backward over eyes ami aiiriculars to sides of hind-neck, deep 
black; chin, throat, and malar region imiform deep black, bordered 
above by a broad stripe of brownish white, beginning at rictus and 
extending beneath eye across auriculars. Ilind-neck and sides of neck 
dark chestnut, the feathers with mesial gnttate streaks or spotsof rusty 
white, these larger and purer white on sides of neck; upper back dark 
chestnut, tlie feathers irregularly barred or transversely mottled on 
edges with black and brownish gray; rest of back, with scapulars, 
wing-coverts, and tertials coarsely mottled and irregularly barred with 
blackish on an olive and brownish gray ground, with lighter markings 
along edges of many feathers, especially tertials and greater wing-cov- 
erts ; lower back and rump olive-brown, mottled with darker and lighter, 
spotted with black and deeper olive-brown, especially on lower back; 
upper tail-coverts and middle rectrices similar but more grayish brown, 
marked with broad mesial streaks of black and irrcgnlarly barred with 
ligiitcr; rectrices dull slate-gray, tinged with olive, and indistinctly 
barred or transversely mottled on outer webs with paler. Primaries 
plain, dull, brownish slate. Chest, breast, and middle line of belly white, 
the leathers broadly aud abruptly bordered with black, this narrowest 
on upper })art of chest, broadest on belly; sides and Hanks chestnut, 
each feather wliitish centrally and bordered with black, this more or 
less broken or mottled on many of the feathers ; under tuil coverts rusty, 
tipped with dull light bully, and m.irked with a large central sagittate 
or triangular spot of black. Ibll entirely deep black ; feet dark brown. 
Length (skill) 7, wing 3.G5, tail 2.10, exposed culmeii .50, tarsus 1.05, 
middle toe 1. 

Adult female (Xo. 112251, Segovia River, Uoiidnrus, July 19, 1887; 
Charles II. Townsend) : Rroad superciliary stripe (including^sidcs of 
toreheail), chin, throat, aud malar region ]>laiu, dull ochraceous or clay- 
color; pilcum brownish black, streaked with dull grayish bully; auric- 
iilars plain silky brown; snborbital region dull ochraceous, streaked 
with blackish; hinder part and sides of neck pale dull grayish butfy, 
thickly marked with triangular sjiots of black, these larger and more

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hleiulcd on liiml'iicek, similler and more individualized on sides of neck. 
Upper j)art.siii ^^eiierai coarsely mottled, sj)Otted, and barred with black 
and pale brownish bnify on a lii;ht bister-brownish ^roimd, the black 
s])ots (ofim^a'ular form) more cons])icnons on hinder sea})nlars, tertials, 
lower back, and rump ; ])rimaries plain brownisli slate, their outer webs 
more ashy ; tail as in male but more eoarsely mottled. Lower parts dull 
whitish, theehest and breast thieklv marked with irre.anhir black spots 
havin.4' a brownish external suffusion, the belly transversely spotted 
or barred with the same, the sides and flanks with irregular broad 
U-sha])ed marks inclosing' a i)ale cinnamon space, the margins of the 
feathers soiled whitish; niider tail-coverts much tinged with pale rusty 
ami heavily s]>ottcd with bhude. llill brownish black, with basal half 
of under mandible light colored ; feet deep horn-brown. Length (skin)

Another adult maiC (Xo. 112550, same locality and collector, July 10, 
1SS7) is decidedly similler and cons})i(aionsly darkei', esj)ecially on the 
linden' surface, where the broad black bonhn's to the feathers largely 
l)redominate over the other markings, in i)laces almost concealing the 
white central spots. Length (skin) G.50, wing 5. 00, tail 1.00, exposed 
cnlmen .52, tarsus .05, middle toe .88. 

This very strongly eharactcrized race differs from true G. mgrogidaris 
from A^ncatan in very mneh the saim* way and to about the same de‘-

9G. Columba nigrirostris Scl. 

The two specimens of this s]>ecies agree essentially with one from 
Clmitemahi, and are quite ajipn^ciably deejier colored than two from Uostn 
Ui(‘a ; but the differences obsin-ved in the latter may ])ossibly be due to 
greater age of the feathers. The species was based on a specimen from 
Oaxaca, southern Mexico, from which country 1 have not seen a si)cci- 
men.^

CHAR.— Similar to 1\ cxili.s (TiniM.), but ratlier lai\< 4 Pr, witli de- 
uidedly larger bill and feet. 

Habitat . — Iloiiduias (Segovia Itiver). 

Adah male Xo. 1I‘J255. Segovia Ibver, Honduras, dune 17, 

ISS7 ; Cliailes II. Townsend): Top ofliead (exee])t occiput) plain, dark 
brownish gray, or dull slate-color, becoming somewhat lighter on lon^s, 
decidedly lighter or dull ash-gray on auriculars and cheeks; occii)nt 
ami entire neck chestnut-rufous; back, sca])iilars, and wings oIi\e- 
brown, the exterior scapulars and wing-coverts barred with Avhite; rump 
brownish dusky, narrowly barred with brownish white; upper tail-cov- 
erts and tail plain dark brown. Chin and u])per throat dull white, 
changing gradually along median portion of fore-neck, chest, and breast 
to pale ash gray, this color deepening on sides of neck, chest, and breast 
into deeper ash-gray ; belly plain white; sides, llaidcs, anal region, and 
under tail-coverts shari)ly barred with white and black, the bars of the 
tsvo colors about equal in width and averagiugabout .08 wide; axillars 
similarly barred, but with white bars decidedly narrower than the dark 
ones; under wing-coverts indistinctly barred with gra}ish brown ami 
whitish. Bill olive-greenish and the upper mandible chietly blackish ; 
legs and feet (in diied skin) pale yellowish brown. Length (skin) 5,30, 
wing 2.85, tail 1.25, culmen .03, bill from rictus .80, tarsus 1.05, middle 
toe 1.12, with claw 1.3S. 

I have not been able to compare this bird with a specimen of jp. exUis 
(Tp:mm.), the habitat of wiiich is given by Messrs. Sclater and Salviii 
as Cayenne, Peruvian Amazons, Para, and Trinidad; but the measure' 
inents given by the above mentioned authors (r/. P. Z. S., ISGS, p. 457) 
indicate for tliat species decidedly smaller bill and feet, the difference 
being apparently too great to be explained by individual variation. 
Comparative measurements are as follows:

99. Tigrisoma cxcelleiis, sp, nov. 

Sp. Char. — Adult (type, Xo. 11225G, {Segovia liiver, Honduras, Au- 
gust 13, 1887; Charles II. Townsend): Pileum vinaceous-chestnut 

superlicially, but the feathers marked beneath the surface with large 
transverse spots of black; the forehead and sides of crown inclining to 
dusky; neck (except in front) and sides of head behind bare orbital 
and malar regions, chestnut, deeper posteriorly, paler toward fore-neck, 
evpry where distinctly barred or banded with black ; fore-neck plain, dull 
brownish, with a series of broad white dashes or stripes running along 
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each side; featliei ed strip along median line of chin and throat mixed 
dusky brown and vrliitish, becoming i)alcr plain brownish posteriorly. 
Hack, scapulars, and wing coverts greenish or bronzy dusky, every- 
wiiere narrowly but very distinctly barred with pale tawny, these bars 
deeper in color and less regular anteriorly, the reverse posteriorly; remi- 
ges and })rimary-coverts slate-color, tlie primaries and approximate sec- 
ondaries narrowly margined at tijis witli white, the outer webs of njiper 
secondaries finel}^ sprinkled with light buffy ; lower back, rimi]), upper 
tail-coverts, and tail olive-slaty, with a faint bronze-greenish gloss, all 
except the last siiarsely and indistinctly barred with whitish. Breast 
dusky, ratlua* broadly though ii'regnlarly barred with buffy cinnamon ; 
axillars, sides, and Hanks dusky slate, distinctly though rather siiarsely 
'barred with ])ure white ; belly, anal region, and under tail coverts plain 
brownish gray, tinged with light cinnaiiion; thighs dusky, narrowly 
haired with light fulvous ; under wing-coverts dusky, sparsely, narrowly, 
and irregularly barred Avith white. Bill brownish blac'k, the lower and 
basal portions of under mandible, as Avell as naked orbits and lores, pale 
colored (yellowish in life?); legs and feet dai*k brownisli (olivaceous in 
life ?). Length (skin) 18.50, wing ll.-iO, tail 1.80, culmeii 3.70, depth of 
bill at base .85, tarsus 3.C0, middle toe 2.50. 

Yoxuuj (Xo. C7001, Talamanca, Costa Bica ; Jose C. Zeledon) : rilenm 
and hind-neck tawny-chestnut, varied w ith bi’oad, somewhat /\-shaped 
bars of black; sid(*s of neck more ochraeeous, marked with more 
regularly transveise bars of Idack; median line of fore-neck striped with 
white and ]>lain grayish brown or drab. Prevailing color of upper parts 
bronze-dusky, irregularly barred witli tawny, the lesser and middle wing- 
coverts mai'ked with large spots of the same; secondaries (excej)t 
tertials) broadly banded with paler tawny on outer webs, their inneiwvebs 
with corresponding, but narrower, bars of white. Tail slate-black, 
narrow ly ti])ped witli white and crossed by about five sharply defined 
narrow bands of pure white. Breast broadly banded w ith brownish 
dusky and ochraeeous (the bands of the latter color in places changing 
into w hitish) ; belly somewiiat similarly but much less distinctly marked, 
the anal region and under tail-coverts very indistinctly varied with 
transverse cloudings ot dull grayish on a buffy and whitish ground. 
Under wing-coverts, axillars, sides, flanks, and thighs slate-dusky, 
broadly barred or banded w itli w’hite. the thighs strongly tinged with 
ochraeeous on lower portion and the darker bars mucJi narrower on inner 
side. Length (skin) 21.50, tail 5, culmcn 3.92, deptli of bill at base .95, 
tarsus 3.00, middle toe 2.45. 

This very distinct a]id apparently undcscribed siiecies belongs to that 
sect ion of the genus wiiich is characterized by the presence of a feathered 
sti'ip along the median line of the chin and throat, combined wdtli Avholly 
naked lower jaw, and including besides the ])resent bird only twm other 
kuowni s])ccies, T. hrasUiensis (Linn.) and T, saJmoni Sol. N: Salt. In 
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(liiiiensions it agrees imicli be tter ^\ ith the latter, being aUogetlua- sniailer 
than the former; bat the bill is sha[)ed more like that of T. hrasiUensis^ 
its lateral profile being decidedly conical or rapidly tapering, with nearly 
straight outlines, the culmen especially being almost devoid of any ])er- 
ceptible curve. In coloration, however, both in its adult and young 
stages, the present species is as distinct from any of its congeners as they 
are from one another.
